OVER 52,000 CASES INDICATED 


Report of Registrar of Vital Statistics 
Division to the State Health Direc­ 
tor Shows That the White Plague, 
From 1909 Until Last Year, Claimed 
Nearly 100,000 Persons In the Buck­ 
eye State—Statistics of Interest. 


Columbus, Dec. I.—I. C. Plummer, 
re g istra r of the division of vital sta­ 
tistics, states in his report to State 
H ealth Director John E Monger that 
tuberculosis 
caused 
the 
death 
of 
6,250 persons in Ohio during tho year 
1922. 


Since the accepted ratio of deaths 
to active cases is one to IO, this would 
Indicate 52,500 cases in Ohio, much 
too high, Director Monger believes, 
and indicating the relatively 
small 
success attained in 
combatting 
the 
disease. 
Laxity in reporting cases also is 
seen by Director Monger, since only 
6,850 cases were reported last year to 
tne morbidity statistician of the Ohio 
departm ent of health, or 30 per cent 
more cases than deaths. 
Often the 
first indication of a case of tubercu­ 
losis to the health departm ent is a 
death card, Dr. Monger said. 
This 
point also was emphasized by speak­ 
ers on tuberculosis at the session of 
the hoalth commissioners’ conference 
hold here recently. 
The tabulation of deaths 
showed 
3,337 were in cities, and 1,913 in rural 
districts. 
The 
state’s 
tuberculosis 
death rate i>er IOO,OOO population was 
86.8, cities 87.1, and rural death rates 
83.6. 
From 1909, when 6,869 deaths were 
caused by the white plague, until last 
year, the disease claimed 97,776 per­

and total rural deaths were nearly

becomes PO degrees aud the meridians 
of longitude converge, it has received 
only one visit in all time. 
Hear Ad­ 
miral Robert K, Deary, with his re­ 
tinue of Eskimo al t>. ndants, spent a 
few hours in its frigid presence and 
took notes on its refrigerating system 
"Scientists tell us that this refrig 
orating plant, installed and operated 
solely by nature, never falls to reg 
Ister below the freezing point of fresh 
water even during July, and that Its 
mean temperature In winter Is ahum 
that of some of the Montana cold 
snaps. 
"Even Old Sol, when he returns to 
the North has been unsuccessful in 
breaking up the plant, though at the 
summer solstice he pours out larger 
amounts of his rays there than at 
any other part of the earth’s surface 
except at tile corresponding point iii 
the South. 
If he didn’t have to keep 
moving he soon would make the Arc­ 
tic Ice cap the hottest region on the 
earth’s surface, but he only succeeds 
In melting some of the surface ice.

As he simply lingered for a few hours 
j he made ouly a small part of a revo 
i lutlon—a pace which Is not conducive 
to dizziness. 
“The other monarch of the world’s 
Ice lands is the South pole, twin of 
the North pole. 
Though there Is all 
the distance In the world between 
them, In the inuin the surroundings 
are duplicated. 
The arrangement of 
land and water in their respective 
spheres of influence is somewhat dif­ 
ferent ; the southern, a land zone sur 
rounded by a wide belt of open sea. 
und the northern, a wuter body sur­ 
rounded by continental lund musses. 
The southern monarch likes his sum­ 
mers colder; in fact so cold are the 
-milliners and so regular the winds 
that there Is practically no plant life 
of even the most Insignificant kind on 
tho Antarctic continent. 
He Is also

A tion of disease In the last twenty- 
five years, there Is one group which is 
not decreasing but, on the contrary, 
Is increasing rapidly.

The air Is polluted by term s thrown 
off by Infected people when they cough 
or sneeze. 
The nearer we are to such people, 
the greater the chance of our getting 
some of the germs.

are to other people and the more we 
cough and sneeze, the more likely 
we are to Infect them. 
The greater the crowd, w hether In j 
schools, churches, street cars, theaters j 
or halls, the more chance these dis­ 
eases have of spreading. 
No way has yet been found to con­

diseases.

can’t boil the air as we can the w ater 
during a typhoid fever epidemic.

have to breathe the air around us.

This Is done sometimes, In serious epi­ 
demics, by those who come in close 
contact with the patients.

Classes of Live Stock 
Flax straw can be fed to any class 
of live stock. Cattle, horses and sheep 
will eat it In the absence of a better 
grade of forage. 
When feeding flux 
straw 
__1 _ ________ 
high feed 
ing value. Flax straw contains much 
crude material that Is indigestible and 
although an animal may fill up on 
flax straw nevertheless the anima! 
does not receive much nourishment 
from such “filling,” consequently flux 
straw is made use of by live »tock 
men aa a filler, says a writer in the 
Dakota Farmer. The animals are per 
nutted to run to the flux straw after 
they have received their usual rn 
tion of other materials. 
Flax straw should not be fed to 
pregnant animala, therefore along to­ 
ward the spring mouths when the 
sheep are showing lamb and the cows 
calf, flax straw should not be fed. 
On account of so much crude material 
flux straw ofttimes causes excessive 
•onstlpation, consequently animals fed 
this material should be closely watched 
for this condition. 
Occasionally when flax is frozen the 
straw may be poisonous.

Gulls Eat Grasshoppers 
in Big Alfalfa Fields 
Gulls 
havii 
recently 
appeared 
in 
flocks of 4,000 or 5,000 birds in Bon 
flora county, Montana, and destroyed 
most of the grasshoppers, 
a report 
received by the biological survey of 
the United States Department of Agr! 
culture states that these birds, pre 
sumably Franklin gulls, have fed so 
extensively on the Insects that few of 
them Bro to be found. 
Farmers In 
that section look forward to a hop 
peri ess season next year. 
In Ufa ii 
gulls have been protected by law for 
many years, because of the recognized 
-services they rendered the early Mor­ 
mon settlers, and they are protected 
everywhere by federal law. 
An observer states that great clouds 
of the gulls have preyed on the grass­ 
hoppers in the alfalfa fields Immedi­ 
ately after the hay has been taken 
off. 
T!ie whole flock usually moves 
about from place to place, and after 
the gulls have worked for a day or 
two in a field, depending on its size. 
few grasshoppers are In evidence.
